Town salutes Janet Wood, 
Sierra Madre, on 95th birthday

Janet Wood celebra¬ 
ted her 95th birthday on 
June 4. A party was hos¬ 
ted by her son, Roger, 
at the family home, 38 
E. Grandview, with friends 
and neighbors dropping 
in to greet this lovely 
lady on such a momen¬ 
tous occasion. 

Last year Janet moved 
to the Episcopal Home 
in Alhambra. The years 
had taken their toll for 
some of the everyday ac¬ 
tivities such as dressing, 
getting meals, etc. and 
life was made easier for 
her with the assistance she 
now receives has not 
changed is this lovely la¬ 
dy’s upbeat personality, 
her cheerful and laugh¬ 
ing spirit and her sharp 
mind. 

Before moving, she 
had lived most of her 
life in Sierra Madre and 
was a member of the 
pioneer Hawks family. 


Her great aunt. Frances 
Hawks (known as Fan¬ 
nie), arrived to make 
her home here Sept. 1, 
1881 and bringing her 
elderly mother, Hannah. 
They endured the hard¬ 
ships of early Sierra 
Madre, but never regret¬ 
ted their move to his 
beautiful area. 

Their home, comple¬ 
ted in 1882, still stands 
today at 90 E. Grand¬ 
view. It was the first 
lathe and plaster house 
in Sierra Madre and 
still has its original shut¬ 
ters and redwood siding. 
Fannie held the first 
meetings of the Episco¬ 
pal Church in her liv¬ 
ing room, then donated 
the land on which our 
historic Church of the 
Ascension is located to¬ 
day. 

Fannie’s brother, 
Ammi, built the first 
commercial building on 
the east side of town at

26 N. Baldwin, location 
of The Keepsake today, 
as a real estate office. 
Fannie later took over 
the building and ran it 
as the Hotel Shirley for 
tourists. Ammi also built 
an adobe for curing le¬ 
mons from his ranch and 
that adobe at 37 E. Mon- 
tecito, with its former 
packing house next door, 
also stands today. 

Richard Hawks, Ja¬ 
net’s cousin, opened a 
small machine shop in 
the late 1930s, which la¬ 
ter became R.A. Hawks 
Co. It merged with Sier¬ 
ra Engineering in 1958 
and is today Scott Avia¬ 
tion on Montecito, the 
largest industry in Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

Janet married Ran¬ 
dolph Wood in 1915. 
Her three sons, Roger, 
both a lawyer and an 
Episcopal priest, also the 
Rector of the Alhambra 
home, then Alan, who 
works at JPL, and Da¬ 
vid, a Caltech professor, 
all live today in Sierra 
Madre. 
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Chamber, Main Street, 
Council to meet July 12 

The Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce 
board, the Main Street board and members 
of Sierra Madre City Council vnll meet Wed¬ 
nesday, July 12, 6:30 p.m. for another joint 
meeting to discuss how the two boards can 
most effectively serve the city of Sierra Madre. 

The next City Council meeting is Tues¬ 
day, July 11,6:30 p.m. at the chambers. 

The next Chamber of Commerce board 
meeting it set for that tame day, at 7:30 a.m., 
alto at the council chambers. 

The Main Street board will alto meet July 
12, at 3:30 p.m. 


In another step toward near-wholesale and in 
some cases drastic downzoning of huge portions of 
the city, the council has imposed another building 
moratorium including eight more large properties. 

The eight parcels will be added to upward of 
a thousand properties in 17 different areas of the 
city, several of which are enormous in scope, which 
have been recommended for downzoning. All but 
one of the areas have been placed under mora¬ 
torium as they became the subject of considera¬ 
tion for downzoning, historical overlays and various 
other restrictions aimed at curtailing additional 
growth in the community. 

Downzoning refers to rezoning of properties 
from higher to lower density, for example from 
R-3 to R-2 or R-1, or R-1-7500 to R-1-9000, 
R-1-11,000, R-1-15,000, or more. 

The new moratorium, adopted at the June 27 
city council meeting, will extend a previous mora¬ 
torium for 98 properties and add eight large par¬ 
cels to the restrictions which prohibit issuance or 
approval of any building permits or other develop¬ 
ments for a period of 45 days. 

The new additions include the Krafft and Jame- 
^Son Estates, Sierra Madre and Maranatha Schools. 
British Home, Ward and Maarse properties, which 
will be considered for downzoning to R-1-15,000, 


as recommended by the General Plan Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee, or R-1-11,000, as recommended by the 
Planning Commission. 

The Jameson, Maarse, Krafft and Ward pro¬ 
perties are currently zoned R-1-9000; Maranatha 
and Sierra Madre Schools and the British Home 
are zoned R-1-75{K/. 

The eighth parcel is the portion of the Oak 
Knoll Tract bounded by Montecito, Highland, Grove 
and Lima, which is recommendet. to be down- 
zoned from R-3 to R-2. 

The Jameson, Krafft, Ward and .Alverno High 
School properties will also be considered for His¬ 
torical Overlay zoning which would place them un¬ 
der the restrictive Cultural Heritage Ordinance. 

Properties previously under moratorium and in¬ 
cluded in the new one are 18 parcels on Victoria 
Lane, seven on N. Baldwin, seven on N. Auburn, 
six on W. Highland, 23 on N. Mountain Trail, 
29 on E. Laurel and eight on Merril Ave., all of 
which will be considered for downzoning from R-3 
to R-2 or R-1. 

The only exceptions to the moratorium are 
projects currently in plan check. 

Another 42 parcels on S. Baldwin, which were 
among the first subjects of the recent rash of

Arcadia resident abducted

An Arcadia resident 
was abducted from his 
home in the northern part 
of the city, and threaten¬ 
ed with his life before 
being released early 
last week. 

The ordeal for this 
Brazilian citizen of 
Asian descent began in 
the early morning hours 
on Monday, June 26. 
when the suspects backed 
a van up to the front 
door of the victim's 
home. They knocked on 
the front door, and 
when ii was opened, they 
took the resident at gun 


point. 

He was placed in the 
back of the van, hand¬ 
cuffed and driven to an 
undetermined area. 
Investigation dis¬ 
closed that his mouth 
and eyes were taped 
shut, according to the 
Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

The victim described 
his movement in the 
van as taking him to a 
place approximately 45 
minutes away from 
Arcadia. There he 
was held for some 14 
hours during which 
time the suspects de- 


lars, kicked, slapped 
and threatened the 
victim. 

At approximately 10 
p.m. the same day, the 
victim was released in a 
shopping area in Mon¬ 
terey Park, and was 
told he would be con¬ 
tacted as to where the 
money was to be taken. 
However, he was rot 
contacted, rather a 
relative received a 
threatening phone 
call at her home and the 
money was requested 
again. 

The suspect vehicle is 
described as a late 


model van with a green¬ 
ish checkboard-type 
paint. One suspect is 
described as a male, 
Caucasian adult and 
another as a male. 
Black adult. During his 
captivity, the victim 
heard an additional 
suspect, however no des¬ 
cription was available. 

Investigation into the 
crime is continuing by 
detectives from the Ar¬ 
cadia Police Department 
who have not released 
the victim’s name for 
his own protection, ac¬ 
cording to a department 
spokesman 
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Another suggestion 
for stopping 
illegal U-tums 

Immediately after he read the edi¬ 
torial on enforcing the law against 
illegal U-turns in last week’s edition 
of The News, a long-time downtown 
merchant was in to tell us that en¬ 
forcement of the law is not the only 
problem. 

He remarked that many out-of- 
town foothill residents have been making 
U-turns for 20 years and will be un¬ 
happy if they get tickets. He said they 
may not even want to return to Sierra 
Madre to shop. 

What was his suggestion? 

He thought that some sort of 
barrier should be placed in the middle 
of downtown streets to make it im¬ 
possible to make a U-turn. He suggested 
a raised area down the middle of the 
road or “bot dots” or perhaps even 
installing informative “No U-Tum” signs 
mid-street. 

His suggestions should be taken 
into consideration. Maybe giving 
tickets to out-of-towners who are un¬ 
aware of our rules is unfair, as he 
believes. Or are they unaware of our 
rules? 

At any rate, we do need to address 
the problem immediately and implement 
changes just as quickly.

This letter was sent to 
the City Council (CRA) 
with a copy to The News. 
Ed. 

There are several pro¬ 
blems regarding Windsor 
Lane that you need to be 
aware of, and this letter 
is a formal request that 
you take action to rectify 
the situations. 

Windsor Lane is in 
DIRE need of repaving. 
The amount of traffic has 
increased appreciably 
over the last year or so 
and is creating several 
hazards. The street cur¬ 
rently has a rippled ef¬ 
fect (like a washboard 
under water) in addition 
to cracks and potholes. 
In several places, it ap¬ 
pears as if the steet is 
sinking. The sidewalks 
are also cracked and 
chipped and in need of 
repair. Traffic is com¬ 
prised of not only vehicles 
from the business district 
going north from Sierra 
Madre Blvd., but heavy 
trucks as well — includ¬ 
ing delivery trucks, con¬ 
struction trucks, water 
trucks, and city trucks — 
none of which belong on 
a very old and narrow 
R-1 residential lane. The 
street just was not de¬ 
signed for such use. 

The most dangerous 
traffic is comprised of 
speeders. They use Wind-

sor Lane as a freeway or 
drag strip. As stupid as 
that is, they do it any¬ 
way! Recently, a neigh¬ 
bor lost his beautiful Lab- 
type dog — killed by a 
car right in front of the 
owner — and one night 
this week, my next door 
neighbor’s cat, Kimba, 
almost got hit by a speed¬ 
ing red pickup truck. The 
driver nearly lost control 
but proceeded to speed 
up (North) to the cor¬ 
ner of Windsor Lane and 
Montecito (a blind cor¬ 
ner); screeched to a roll¬ 
ing stop, lurched around 
the comer (West on Mon¬ 
tecito), and sped on his 
way. 

There are several small 
children on Windsor Lane 
' —ranging from 18 months 
to about 12 years; several 
are toddlers of 3 and S. 
Now that summer is here, 
the kids will be playing 
outside more and the po¬ 
tential of one of them 
being hit by a speeding 
car is even greater. Should 
that happen, of course, 
the City is also at risk 
for potential legal pro¬ 
blems. 

The hazard can be al¬ 
leviated by several me¬ 
thods — and some sug¬ 
gestions are outlined for 


your consideration: 

• Close Windsor Lane 
to through traffic. 

• Make Windsor 
Lane one way south 
(parking would then have 
to be moved to the west 
side). 

• Install “speed 
bumps” ... as annoy¬ 
ing as they are, they 
are probably the most 
effective. 

• Mr. McRea told me 
the city has considered in 
the past installing a wide- 

'high berm at Wind¬ 
sor Lane and Montecito 
Court. (Would such a 
berm create a sort of 
’’launching ramp” for 
speeding cars rather than 
slow them down?) 

• Enforce the current 
2-hour parking limit, thus 
eliminating the number 
of cars that now park 
there all day taking the 
limited space away from 
residents. 

Realizing that it would 
take time to implement 
any one or several of the 
above ideas, I would 
strongly encourage you 
to take immediate action 
and post a barrier at 
Windsor Lane and Mon¬ 
tecito Court with a sign 
"Closed To Through 
Traffic Until Further 


Notice.” ; 

Other suggestions in-; 
elude: 

• Speed limit is not 
currently posted; estab-* 
lish and post speed limit 
folOMPH. 

• Create a cul-de-sac 
by closing Windsor Lane 
at Montecito Court with 
movable gate or arm for 
emergency vehicle access. 

• Make Windsor 
Lane one-way from Mon¬ 
tecito Court south — 
vehicles going north 
would have to enter from 
Montecios Court instead 
of Sierra Madre Blvd. 
The inconvenience would 
stop a lot of traffic that 
now “goes around the 
block” (from Baldwin to 
Sierra Madre to Wind¬ 
sor Lane to Montecito 
and back to Baldwin). 
It would also leave ac¬ 
cess to Montecito Court 
for delivery trucks, but 
eliminate the truck traf¬ 
fic on Windsor Lane. 

Pleae advise us of your 
decision and how soon 
we can expect the above 
to be accomplished . . . 
we will then feel much 
safer! Thank you for 
your immediate atten¬ 
tion.

European color to local novels

When Sierra Madre mystery writer Carolyn 
Coker draws back the curtains on one of her novels, 
“Back to Lisbon,” the reader is placed in a small 
San Gabriel Valley foothill town. It is that last 
day in February when Queen Elizabeth made her 
visit here to the British Home, a downpour day, 
if you remember, when we were so forsaken by the 
California sunshine. Coker calls the town Mt. Muir, 
but of course, you know it is Sierra Madre. 

The police chief recruits members of the Search 
and Rescue Team on that important day to help 
with traffic control down on Manzanita. The book’s 
main character is a Team member, a man who 
had moved here from England after WWIl, settled 
in this foothill town and owns a piano bar next 
door to Howie’s Market (pre-condo days, of course). 

The unexpected happens on Manzanita when he 
recognizes a member of the English Secret Service 
who is guarding the Queen and we are soon wisked off 
to Enland and Portugal, then back 40 years in time and to 
an interesting and thought-provoking twist regarding 
that famous couple, the Duke and Duchess of Wind¬ 
sor. As are all Coker’s books, it is a cliff hanger. 

The author has written three other mysteries, 
“The Other David” written in 1984, “The Vines 
of Ferrara,” 1986 and “The Hand of the Lion,” 


1987. These three books are part of a series and 
all have the same protagonist, a young woman 
named Andrea Perkins. Perkins is attractive, not 
unlike Coker herself, and is an expert in art 
authenticity and restoration. On leave from a Bos¬ 
ton museum, she is working abroad as an assistant 
curator. 

Coker’s books are enriched by much research 
behind each story and are gems of information 
about art and the various locales in the stories. 
An example, too, of this author’s skill with the 
unexpected is in the character who is Perkin’s ro¬ 
mantic interest. Capt. Aldo Balzani, head of detec¬ 
tives in the police department of Florence, Italy. 
An ex-football player, who grew up in New 
Orleans before returning to family roots in Italy, 
Balzani shocks our heroine at their first meeting 
when he speaks English with a Southern drawl. 

Besides being an accomplished author, Coker 
has had a successful career in television. She hosted 
her own talk shows in Dallas and New Orleans, 
interviewing celebrities, and later became program 
director for the Theta Cable Z Channel in Los 
Angeles. She settled in Sierra Madre seven years ago 
when her husband, who was with General Motors, 
was transferred to this area. They have a son. Cal, 
and there are three grandchildren living in San Diego.

Healdsburg a developer was planning a shop¬ 
ping center at the outskirts of the town, a move 
everyone believed was destructive to downtown. 
Their Community Redevelopment Agency 
got involved, became an equity partner (par¬ 
tial owner), moved the project to the edge of 
their downtown thus complementing and 
strengthening their central business district as 
a shopping area. 

Downtown program funding was a major 
issue. Everyone agreed there is no single answer, 
but many communities are using Business Im¬ 
provement Districts. The BID is permitted un¬ 
der California law and essentially allow a 
community’s downtown property and business ow¬ 
ners to assess themselves on an annual basis 
to raise funds for the specific objectives they 
identify in the local BID legislation. 

Community Development Block Grant 
(CBDG) monies available to Community Re¬ 
development Commissions are another significant 
funding source. Their use is restricted by Fed¬ 
eral Guidelines put out by the Housing & 
Urban Development Agency (HUD). 

Project area membership dues, donations, 
management contracts to administer services in 
downtown and profit generating promotional 
packages were just a few of the other fund¬ 
ing sources being used throughout California.

I suspect 
his put-down has rankled 
for lo these 40 years. 

The hotel, built in 
1885, is a sort of huge, 
romantic pile of stone 
overlooking the village 
of Banff. Its 600 rooms 
have been brought up 
to date and several levels 
of shops afford amuse¬ 
ment for shopperphiles. 
It has always catered to 
the affluent, but the 
former attire of my hus¬ 
band and his buddies is 
almost de rigour today. 


The hotel overlooks 
the Bow River and Valley 
and a magnificent view 
can be obtained by 
taking the Sulphur Moun¬ 
tain gondola behind the 
hotel. Mt. Rundle and 
Mt. Inglesmaldie soar to 
their peaks as backdrops 
and Cascade Mountain 
rears its enormous 
head beyond the village 
below. 

We took a taxi tour to 
Lake Minnewanka where 
hardy scuba divers were 
practicing their sport. 
In this glacial lake a 
swimmer can freeze to 
death in three minutes 
and the “bottomless” 
depth never releases the 
body.

‘Great trip’ available 
to Channel Islands 


As a part of its ef¬ 
forts to promote safe 
and efficient blood trans¬ 
fusion practices, the 
American Red Cross 
Blood Services, Los 
Angeles - Orange 
Counties Region, has 
established an intra¬ 
operative autologous 
blood transfusion 
(lAT) service for area 
hospitals. 

The lAT service pro¬ 
vides a method by which 
blood normally lost in 
surgery is retrieved and 
returned to the 
patient, reducing or elim¬ 
inating the patient’s need 
for homologous blood, 
which is blood provided 
by other donors. 

The patient receiving 
his or her own blood, 
known as autologous 
blood, benefits in three 
ways: (1) there is no 
chance for an aller¬ 
gic reaction to one’s own 
blood; (2) there is no 
risk of exposure to 
infectious disease; and 
(3) the blood is fresh. 

“The lAT service has 
been established by Red 
Cross Blood Services 
in response to a need 




expressed by many Los 
Angeles - Orange Coun¬ 
ty hospitals,’’ said 
volunteer Blood Services 
Chairman Jack Gillette. 
“It is designed to meet 
the growing demand 
for autologous trans¬ 
fusion options and 
enable more patients to 
receive the benefits of 
autologous blood.” 

Autologous transfusions 
may relieve patients, fears 
about transfusion- 
associated infections. Due 
to autologous trans¬ 
fusion people with rare 
blood types are not totally 
dependent upon avail¬ 
ability of other blood, 
especially when severe 
blood shortages 
occur. 

In a time of blood 
shortages, the auto¬ 
logous service permits 
both Red Cross and 
hospitals to conserve 
limited blood resources 
in the area. The Red 
Cross is prepared to pro¬ 
vide this lAT service on 
a 24-hour basis, 
seven days a week. Call 
Blood Services at 
(818) 799-0841.

Santa Cruz Island, 
which is listed as a part 
of the park, is 
actually divided into 
five ownerships with 
the western 90 percent 
now held by the Nature 
Park Service at 
some future date. 

The late Dr. Carey 
Stanton, who owned 
the western portion, was 
known to a number of 
Sierra Madreans 
as the owner of the his¬ 
toric Pegler House at 
419 E. Highland. Dr. 
Stanton died in 
1987 in his home on 
the island.

building moratoriums, are under considera¬ 
tion for downzoning to R-P for those zoned R-3 
and placement of the entire area under Historical 
Overlay zoning. 

All of these recommendations were submitted 
by the General Plan Ad Hoc Committee which also 
recommended downzoning all properties north of 
Grandview in the developed area to R-1-15,000. 

This would affect over 600 parcels in an area 
comprising more than one third of the developed 
area of the city. Five hundred and sixty-two of the 
properties are currently zoned R-1-7500, 10 are 
zoned R-1-9000 and 30 are zoned R-3. 

This recommendation is one of the subjects of 
current joint study by the Planning Commission 
and the Ad Hoc Committee, but was not included 
in the newest moratorium. 

The first area of the city to have a building 
moratorium imposed is the so-called hillside area — 
the privately owned undeveloped land situated 
above the developed areas.

or adoption of the proposed Hillside Development 
Ordinance. 

This ordinance, which is tentatively planned for 
council consideration on July 25, would place the 
entire area under near-confiscatory zoning ranging 
from one house per five acres to one per 40 
acres at higher elevations. 

The city has tabulated over 100 larger 
hillside parcels which would be affected, with the 
list far from completed to date. 

The Canyon and Marlboro Terrace areas, cur¬ 
rently zoned R-1-15,000, would not be affected by 
the proposed zone changes of the Hillside Ordinance, 
but would be subject to the other extensive build¬ 
ing and developed regulations, adding more 
than 1000 additional properties to the list recom¬ 
mended for various restrictions. 

Also under study is the formation of a land 
trust or conservancy to preclude all future building 
in undeveloped areas of the hillsides. 

The News will publish times, dates and locations 
of study sessions and public hearings on the 17 
different areas under consideration for 
downzoning.

LHR residents wony about 
location for Light Rail terminal

The Pasadena slow 
growth law was chal¬ 
lenged last week as 
“illegal” by a group of 
Pasadena organizations 
and business leaders. 

A lawsuit was Filed 
against the city of Pasa¬ 
dena in Los Angeles 
Superior Court for 
declaratory relief, 
preliminary and per¬ 
manent injunction ask¬ 
ing that the city of 
Pasadena be re¬ 
strained from en¬ 
forcing Proposition 2, 
the slow growth ordin¬ 
ance. 

The organizations 
filing suit were the Ur¬ 
ban League, Pasadena- 
Foothill Branch; Pasa¬ 
dena Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Civic Asso¬ 
ciation; Interdenomina¬ 
tional Ministerial Al¬ 
liance; and Minority 
Business Association; 
as well as Building In¬ 
dustry Association of 
Southern California, Inc. 

Individuals filing 
against the city were 
Loretta Thompson 
Glickman and Jo 
Heckman, both for¬ 
mer Pasadena 

Mayors, Elbie Higgin¬ 
botham, president of the 
Pasadena Board of Edu¬ 
cation; and Robert 
McGowan, former Pasa¬ 
dena Chief of Police. 

Proposition 2, 
labeled the “Growth 
Management Policy 
Initiative Ordinance,” 
was an initiative measure 
approved by 10.9 per¬ 
cent of the Pasadena 
voters on March 7, 
1989. 

Proposition 2 severely 
curtailed development 
in Pasadena by limiting 
major non-residential 
development in Pasa¬ 
dena to 250,000 square 
feet per year and limiting 
residential units to 
250 per year through the 
end of the century.

Pasadena Chamber of 
Commerce president, 
spoke at the meeting. 


“Voters of Pasadena 
were sold a bill of 
goods,” she said. 
“They were told that 
Proposition 2 repre¬ 
sented a solution. In¬ 
stead it brought prob¬ 
lems,” she said. 

“The Chamber of 
Commerce campaigned 
against Proposition 2 
warning that it was 
illegal, and now we’re 
following through with 
that belief,” she con¬ 
tinued. 

“It’s a bad law; it’s 
perverse Robin Hood,” 
said Pasadena Urban 
League director Ibrahim 
Naeem. “It robs from 
the rich and steals from 
the poor. It steals 3.5 
million dollars a year 
from the city in lost 
revenues, adds people 
to the city bureaucracy, 
and keeps the depressed 
areas of the city 
depressed.” 

“I’m not surprised at 
the action of this group,” 
said Stanford H. Taylor, 
Monrovia business¬ 
man and signer of the 
PRIDE Proposition 2, 
initiative. He and 
Michael Salazar were 
standing by while the 
Pasadena business 
leaders spoke about the 
law suit.

Graduates feel need 
for communication 


Arcadia Happenings 
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The need for Arcadia 
High School’s admin¬ 
istration to be more 
accessible and to seek 
student opinions regard¬ 
ing curriculum change 
was expressed by recent 
graduates who ad¬ 
dressed their concerns 
before the Arcadia 
Board of Education 
last week. 

Maret Bower, Henry 
Chen, Michael Jane- 
sin, Michelle Sintov and 
Dootsdeem Thong- 
thiraj decided to share 
their feelings in hopes 
that the school sys¬ 
tem would benefit, ac¬ 
cording to Bower. Even 
though they would not 
be in a position to 
benefit, he hoped 
that their input would 
help students in the 
future. 

Bower indicated that 
students should be 
involved in the pro¬ 
cess of change. He refers 
to an announced 
change in the structure 
of English department 
offerings which will 
go from the current 
quarter class system 
to a core curriculum 
offered on the semester 
basis. While sopho¬ 
mores started on the 
semester program in 
the spring of this year, 
juniors and seniors will 
be involved in the 
change n the fall of 
1990. 

The new program, 
according to Assistant 
Principal Linda 
Colley, will be more 
sequential and will 
offer students more of a 
sampling of many differ¬ 
ent phases of English. 
The new system, when 
implemented, will better 
follow the new state 
framework for English/ 


Language Arts Curri¬ 
culum, Colley added. 

Nevertheless, the 
students feel that their 
input into these changes 
should have been 
sought out. 

Another concern, ac¬ 
cording to Sintov was the 
need to make appoint¬ 
ments to talk to ad¬ 
ministrators, counselors 
in particular.

Annual Baby Show 


Following the edu¬ 
cation code which re¬ 
quires that the district 
adopt its tentative 
budget by June 
30, the Arcadia 
Board of Education 
approved a tentative 
$28 million budget at 
last week’s meeting. 

Certificated salaries, 
$15,633,280, repre¬ 
sent the largest item on 
the budget which 
shows no significant 
changes, according to 
C. Earl Davis, assistant 
superintendent for 
business services. 

Between now and 
September, when the 
final budget will be 
adopted, the budget is 
subject to change as a 
result of legislation 
affecting income and 
changing expenditure 
expectations. 

Davis adds that before 
final adoption, the 
budget wilt be reviewed 
and changed according 
to the final adoption of 
the state budget and 
the closing of the 1988- 


89 school year for 
the district. Current 
estimates indicate a 
4.61 percent increase for 
schools, which 
would mean an addi¬ 
tional 4.51 percent for 
Arcadia, according 
to Davis. 

Several budget sessions 
have been scheduled 
during the summer by 
the school board with 
final adoption slated 
for the meeting on 
Monday, Sept. 11.

Maintenance projects planned 
for all Arcadia schools 


Expecting to receive 
approximately $136,883 
from the State of Cali¬ 
fornia thorugh a 
Deferred Mainten¬ 
ance Program, the Ar¬ 
cadia Board of Education 
came up with a wish 
list of items including 
repairs, altera¬ 
tions and other main¬ 
tenance projects that it 
hopes to accomplish 
this summer. 

In order to complete 
the required projects 
without negatively im¬ 
pacting the classroom 
environment, it has 
been necessary to 
schedule work when 
school is not in session. 
For this reason, a sub¬ 
stantial amount of 
work is proposed at all 
schools by outside con¬ 
tractors as well as in- 
house maintenance per¬ 
sonnel, according to a 
report by C. Earl 
Davis, assistant super¬ 
intendent of business 


services. 

The list of projects in¬ 
cludes painting at many 
schools, but all exterior 
walls will be painted 
at First Avenue Junior 
High School. There are 
plans to retrofit incan¬ 
descent lighting to fluor¬ 
escent, replace chalk¬ 
boards, service and 
repair audio-visual 
equipment at all sites and 
reroofing in selected 
areas at Arcadia, 
Dana Junior High and 
First Avenue. 

Other projects at 
Holly Avenue Ele¬ 
mentary are the installa¬ 
tion of two new portable 
classroom units and 
the installation of a fire 
sprinkler system in the 
basement area, and, at 
the high school, renova¬ 
tion and motorization 
of gymnasium bleach¬ 
ers, re-plastering of 
swimming pools and 
demolition of the photo¬ 
graphy lab are planned. 


Cost for these pro¬ 
jects will be met 
by the state matching 
fund in which the 
state matches, dollar 
for dollar, monies 
from Arcadia’s general 
fund. Realizing that 
school districts need 
their funds for on¬ 
going operations and 
that school facilities 
are in need of repair, the 
state developed the 
Deferred Maintenance 
Program, explains 
Davis.
